15 THEY'RE GOING TO RECEIVE AN ADDITIONAL 400,000 FROM THE STATE.
16 ALL WE WANT TO KNOW IS SEE THE BOOK. IT HAS NOTHING TO DO WITH

19 CONCEPT THAT WILL PROVIDE A WIN-WIN SITUATION FOR CLIENTS,

21 FUNDS TO COMMUNITY RESOURCES, IT WILL RESULT IN A REDUCTION OF

SIX MONTHS. FOR ANY FIRE UNDER FIRE SUPPRESSION BY WATER -- BY
WATER MEANS, TO BE PUT OUT IN NINE SECONDS WOULD BE AMAZING.
THAT OIL WELL FIRE IN KUWAIT, GOING OUT IN NINE SECONDS WAS
NOT AMAZING BY THE STANDARD OF DENYING FIRE OXYGEN. THAT FIRE

5 DEATH MARCH AND RECIPIENT OF THE BRONZE STAR. HE ORGANIZED AND
6 CO-FOUNDED THE FILIPINO AMERICAN POLITICAL ACTION GROUP, THE

7 AMERICAN EX-PRISONERS OF WAR, THE PHILIPPINE SCOUT HERITAGE

8 SOCIETY, THE UNITED UNIFIED FIELD AMERICAN SERVICES

9 ORGANIZATION, AND HE'S A PROUD MEMBER OF THE KNIGHTS OF

18 SUP. YAROSLAVSKY: MADAM CHAIR? I HAD A MOTION I WANTED TO READ
19 IN, AND I FORGOT. LET ME JUST READ THE RESOLVE FOR NEXT WEEK.
20 THIS DEALS WITH SENATE BILL 1630 AND H.R 3111, BOTH KNOWN AS
21 THE CALLING FOR 2-1-1 ACT OF 2003 WHICH ARE PENDING IN

22 CONGRESS. BOTH BILLS SEEK TO MAKE THE 2-1-1 TELEPHONE SERVICE

23 AVAILABLE NATION-WIDE BY PROPOSING TO AWARD FEDERAL GRANTS TO

24 EACH STATE TO ESTABLISH A 2-1-1 TELEPHONE SERVICE. THE

25 PROPOSED FEDERAL FUNDS WILL ASSIST IN THE RAPID DEPLOYMENT AND
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MAINTENANCE OF THE 2-1-1 TELEPHONE SERVICE IN LOS ANGELES
COUNTY AND THE STATE OF CALIFORNIA. I THEREFORE MOVE THAT THE

SUP. BURKE, CHAIR: ALL RIGHT. THANK YOU. I'D LIKE TO ALSO HAVE
AN ADDITIONAL MOTION. I RECEIVED A CORRESPONDENCE FROM THE
PETERSON AUTOMOTIVE MUSEUM, AND THEY WOULD LIKE TO HAVE SOME

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1 SUP. YAROSLAVSKY: HE CAN COORDINATE IT. YEAH, THAT'S A GOOD

4 SUP. BURKE, CHAIR: OKAY. SO IS THERE ANY OBJECTION FOR US TO

5 JUST FORMERLY ASK FOR A REPORT BACK? ALL RIGHT. IS THERE ANY -
6 - DID YOU HAVE ANYTHING FURTHER? ANY OTHER -- NUMBER 8, WE

7 HAVE NOT CALLED. I'LL CALL IT UP. AND ONE PERSON HAS ASKED TO
8 SPEAK ON THAT, ALAN CLAYTON. I'M SORRY. SOMEHOW I THOUGHT THAT
9 HAD BEEN CALLED UP. I'M SORRY.

11 ALAN CLAYTON: MY NAME IS ALAN CLAYTON, I'M HERE REPRESENTING
12 THE LOS ANGELES COUNTY CHICANO EMPLOYEES ASSOCIATION, AND I'M
13 HERE TO SPEAK ON ITEM 8. I'M NOT HERE TO OPPOSE ITEM 8; I'M

14 HERE TO SUGGEST THAT ITEM 8 IS ONE STEP TO DEAL WITH THE NEED
15 FOR EQUAL DELIVERY OF SERVICES. BUT THE KEY STEP IS IN

16 EFFECTIVE RECRUITMENT OF STAFE THAT HAVE THE LANGUAGE SKILLS.
17 THE PROBLEM I SEE WITH 8 AS STANDING ALONE IS THAT TITLE 6

18 CLEARLY REQUIRES THAT THE INDIVIDUALS THAT PERFORM THE

19 SERVICES HAVE THE SKILL LEVEL TO BE ABLE TO COMMUNICATE

20 EFFECTIVELY, AND THE PROBLEM IS THAT WHEN YOU GIVE A COURSE IN
21 BASIC SPANISH OR BASIC CHINESE OR TAGALOG OR OTHER LANGUAGES,
22 OFTENTIMES THEY'LL GET LIMITED COMMUNICATION SKILLS AND MANY
TIMES IT'S FRUSTRATING DEALING WITH THE CLIENTS IN THOSE
LANGUAGES WHERE THE PERSON, ONE, BARELY UNDERSTANDS WHAT

THEY'RE SAYING, AND THEY'RE DEALING WITH ISSUES AND REPORTS
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1 THAT ARE FAIRLY COMPLEX, HAVING WORKED FOR A COUNTY FOR NINE
2 NINE-AND-A-HALF YEARS, I KNOW IT'S DIFFICULT ENOUGH IN DEALING
3 WITH REGULATIONS AND REPORTING WITHOUT HAVING SOMEBODY THAT

4 JUST KNOWS IT IN A LIMITED FORM. SO WHILE WE DO NOT OPPOSE

5 BASICALLY TEACHING INDIVIDUALS SPANISH, CANTONESE AND OTHER

6 LANGUAGES, WHAT WE DO SAY IS YOU NEED TO LOOK AT RECRUITING

7 INDIVIDUALS THAT HAVE THOSE SKILL LEVELS IN A VARIETY OF

8 LANGUAGES AND L.A. COUNTY ABOUT 80, 90% OF ITS SPECIFIC NEED

9 IS IN SPANISH, BUT YOU HAVE SPECIFIC AREAS AND SPECIFIC -- FOR
10 EXAMPLE, DISTRICT OFFICES WHERE THEY HAVE OTHER NEEDS, FOR

11 EXAMPLE, IN THE SAN GABRIEL VALLEY, THERE'S A NEED FOR

12 INDIVIDUALS WITH CHINESE LANGUAGE, IN GLENDALE, ARMENIAN, AND
13 OTHER AREAS. SO WHILE WE DO, YOU KNOW, OBVIOUSLY WOULD LIKE

14 ANYTHING THAT WOULD BENEFIT INDIVIDUALS IN TERMS OF EFFECTIVE
15 COMMUNICATION, WE WOULD LIKE TO ASK THAT YOU ALSO LOOK AT

16 DEVELOPING EFFECTIVE PLANS THAT WOULD ENSURE THAT YOU HAVE

17 STAFE THAT BASICALLY ARE FLUENT IN THE LANGUAGE, HAVE PASSED
18 THE TEST THAT THE COUNTY GIVES, AND CAN OCCUPY POSITIONS WHERE
19 THEY CAN DEAL EFFECTIVELY. THE OTHER PROBLEM IS WHEN YOU GIVE
20 INDIVIDUALS JUST THE CONVERSATIONAL ASPECT, OFTENTIMES,

21 THEY'RE GOING TO GO BACK TO THE EMPLOYEES WHO ACTUALLY DO
UNDERSTAND THE LANGUAGE AND ARE CERTIFIED AND HAVE THE SKILL,
BECAUSE, FRANKLY, THE PROBLEM IS TOO COMPLEX FOR THEM TO DEAL
WITH THAT PATIENT. 'CAUSE WE STILL HAVE CONCERNS AT A VARIETY

OF AREAS WITH THE FACT THAT, AND I JUST GOT A REPORT LAST WEEK
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1 IN ONE THAT A INDIVIDUAL WENT WITH THEIR FATHER, WHO WAS IN
2 SERIOUS SHAPE, AND WAS ASKED AT ONE PARTICULAR LOCATION IF

3 THAT INDIVIDUAL WHO WAS LATINO WOULD TRANSLATE FOR ANOTHER

4 PATIENT THAT WAS THERE, AND THE PERSON'S FATHER WAS DYING. SO,
5 TO ME, I'M NOT GOING BRING UP THE AREA, THIS IS NOT POLITICAL,
6 IT'S JUST SOMETHING YOU SHOULD THINK ABOUT AND IT'S VERY

7 SERIOUS TO US AND WE WOULD LIKE TO WORK WITH THE C.A.O0.'S

8 OFFICE AND HUMAN RESOURCES ON DEVELOPING EFFECTIVE PLANS AND

9 STRATEGIES TO DO THAT, AND MY RECOMMENDATION WOULD BE THAT

10 ONE, YOU DO THIS, BUT YOU REALIZE THE SHORTCOMINGS AND THAT

11 YOU STILL HAVE A TITLE 6 OBLIGATION IN ORDER TO EFFECTIVELY

12 MEET THE NEEDS OF THE COMMUNITY AND TO BE ABLE TO GIVE THEM

13 THE SERVICES THAT EVERYBODY ELSE BASICALLY THAT COMPLIES WITH
14 THE LAW AND DESERVES THE SERVICES GETS. THAT'S MY COMMENT.

15

16 SUP. BURKE, CHAIR: ARE THERE ANY QUESTIONS? THANK YOU VERY

17 MUCH. WE UNDERSTAND CERTAINLY THAT WE WANT TO EXPAND IT TO

18 OTHER LANGUAGES, TOO.

19

20 SUP. ANTONOVICH: A QUESTION. HAVE WE ALREADY PAY A BILINGUAL

21 PAY SCALE, MR. JANSSEN, FOR FLUENCY IN A SECOND LANGUAGE?

C.A.O0. JANSSEN: YES, I BELIEVE WE DO, SUPERVISOR.
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SUP. ANTONOVICH: AND WOULD THIS HAVE TO BE NEGOTIATED WITH THE

UNIONS?

C.A.O0. JANSSEN: I'M GOING TO DEFER TO MR. HENRY ON THAT.

MR. HENRY: MADAM CHATRMAN, MEMBERS OF THE BOARD, THE PILOT

8 COST TO BE?

10 MR. HENRY: WE DON'T KNOW. WE'RE GOING TO TRY AND KEEP THE COST
11 AS MINIMAL AS POSSIBLE. WE MAY HAVE TO REQUIRE THE EMPLOYEE TO
12 PAY FOR THIS AFTER HOURS. WE'RE NOT SURE YET. I MEAN, THERE
